William L. Reid of 5219 Kensing- 
ton avenue, Inspector in Charge of 
postoffices in Missouri, Iowa and 
Arkansas, -with headquarters here, 
has been dismissed from the service, 
following #@n investigation of charges, 
one of which was that he retained in 
his office a clerk who had expressed 
pro-German sentiments both before 
and after this country entered the 
war. He had been in the service 24 
years and had been Inspector in 
Charge for the last five years, at a 
Balary of $3000. 

His successor is K. P. Aldrich, who 
has been sent here from Chattanooga, 
‘Tenn. “ 


In the shakeup Louis L. Boyce, 
who was charged by a fellow clerk 
With the disloyal utterances, also was 
dismissed, and Joseph H. Chappell, 
the clerk who made the charges 
@gainst Reid and Boyce, has had his 
resignation accepted. 

The controversy also led to the fil- 
ing of charges by Chappell that Reid 
was intoxicated while gn duty and 
that he accepted gifts of cigars and 
whisky from inspectors under him. 
Chief Inspector Reid and Boyce made 
counter charges against Chappell 
that he.was a disturbing factor in the 
office, and that he wrote an afionym- 
ous letter to Reid complaining about 
Boyce’s loyalty 

Reid directed the inspection of all 
postoffices in Missouri, Iowa and Ar- 
kansas, excepting Kansas City, and 
was responsible only to the Postoffice 
Department at Washington. The of- 
fice also has contro] of the investiga- 
tion of crimes such as using the mails 
to defraud, robbery of the mails or 
postoffices, and includes, in its juris- 
diction, the railway mail service. 

Chappell, discussing the contro- 
Versy, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that before we entered the 
War several of the clerks frequently 
expressed pro-German sentiments. 
None of them openly maintained this 
attitude after this country declared 
war, he said, except Boyce. In his 
written charges he stated that Boyce 
made three disloyal statements. 

On Feb, 19 last, he charged, Boyce 
remarked: “Every woman and child 
Who was on the Lusitania when she 
was sunk should have been drowned, 
as they had no right to sail after Ger- 
many had givén warning that the 
ship would be sunk.” 

Four days later, Chappell charged, 
Boyce, in commenting on the arrest 
of a man who had remarked the war 
‘was made by capitalists, said: “The 
man had a right to say it, for it is 


' the truth.” 


Again, and this time in Chief In- 
Spector Reid's presence, Boyce re- 
marked, according to Chappell: “Tf 
they made me kiss the flag I would 
hate it worse than ever.” This re- 
mark was made in commenting on 
the action of a mob at Staunton, 
Jll., Chappell said. 

About Feb. 22 Chappell’s wife 
wrote an anonymous letter to Chief 
Inspector Reid, signed “Loyal Citi- 
zen,” complaining against Boyce.

BIXBY MANUSCRIPTS 
GO TO"NEW YORK 


Henry E. Huntington Under- 
stood to Have Acquired Col- 
lection of St. Louisan. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—Henry E. 
Huntington, New York, California 
and Virginia railroad magnate and 
shipbuilder, is understood to have 
acquired the collection of manu- 
scripts and autograph letters gath- 
ered by William K. Bixby of St. 
Louis. The price paid has not been 
made known, but the collection was 
valued at several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Huntington is one of the leading 
collectors of the East, as was Bix- 
by in the West. The new acquisi- 
tion forms a notable addition to the 
already remarkable Huntington li- 
brary. 

Among the articles of historic val- 
ue in the Bixby collection are the 
Bible which Mary, Queen of Scots, 
carried to her execution; autographs 
of Kings and rulers of France, and of 
Kings of England; Maj. John Andre’s 
journal, with maps; Aaron Burr’s 
journal, which has been privately 
printed under Bixby’s supervision; 
letters of George Washington; letters 
of John Paul Jones, Commodore 
Perry's original dispatch, “We have 
met the enemy, and he is ours;” and 
a number of Lincoln letters, includ- 
ing the one confirming the appoint- 
ment of Gen. Grant as supreme 
commander of the army. 

The more distinctly literary part 
of the collection, which is very large, 
includes unpublished poems of Eliza- 
beth Barrett Browning; the original 
manuscripts of poems by Keats, By- 
ron, Burns and Swinburne; the note- 
books of Shelley; a manuscript of 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti, and the orig- 
inal of Rudyard Kipling’s ‘‘Reces- 
sional.” 

Some letters of James Whit- 
comb Riley to “an old sweetheart,” 
which were at one time in Bixby’s 
possession, were yielded by him to 
the poet’s family, and are not in the 
collection as sold. 


Bixby Removed Manuscripts Before 
Going to New York Home. 

William K. Bixby is now at his 
summer home, Bolton Landing, N. 
Y., on Lake George. At the Bixby 
residence, Lindell boulevard and 
King’s highway, the caretaker said 
today that Bixby, before leaving, took 
a number of manuscripts out of the 
manuscfipt room, which is fitted 
with spec! doors and especially ‘de- 
vised locks. He said he understood 
the manuscripts were to be taken to 
a downtown store, for what purpose 
he did not know. 

Bixby and Huntington have been 
closely assoviated as bibliophiles. A 
joint auction of duplicates and less 
valued articles from their collections 
was held in New York in April, 1916,

WAR THRILLS ARE PROMISED 
IN. SHAM AIR BATTLE TO 
BE FOUGHT AT SCOTT FIELD 


Lieutenant Explains Maneuvers W hich Include 


Everything in Actual 


Combat—Gunfire and. 


Wrecked Planes Only Realism Lacking. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter 
asked Lieut. Dudley M. Steele, an in- 
structor at Scott Field, just what fly- 
ing stunts he and his comrades were 
preparing to unfold before St. Louis- 
ans who go to the exhibition flying 
and field meet at the field tomorrow 
afternoon. 

“Everything in the calendar,” he 
replied. 

‘When asked to explain what every- 
thing in an aviator’s calendar was, 
Lieut. Steele begafh telling of side 
slips and vertical banks and Immel- 
mans in a fashion that made it appar- 
ent that not a few of the spectators 
would be kept gyessing as to whether 
the stunts were really stunts or acci- 
dents. Hearts will plump into 
mouths and back agaifi many times. 
The sham battle, as he described it, 
will lack only gunfire and the meet- 
ing of plane with ground. 

“The flying will be divided into 
three events—a sham air battle, 
stunt flying and formation flying,”’ 
Lieut. Steele said: “Effort will be 
made to do all three as low as possi- 
ble, so that spectators may see clear- 
ly. The sham battle necessarily must 
take place at about 5000 feet for 
safety sake. The stunt flyers will 
be almost as high, but some of the 
ships in formation will be no more 
than 100 or 200 feet off the ground. 
Also, there will be no wasted time in 
the hour or more the flying will con- 
sume. 

“The sham battle probably will be 
the best thriller. In combat between 
airplanes, the tussle for position is 
intense. The point of vantage is 
above the enemy and at his tail, so 
that a dive for him can be executed 
with impunity, for his 
reach you im that position. 

“Immediately one machine is on 
the tail of the other, the plane at a 
disadvantage tries to divert his’ ad- 
versary’s aim and it is here that one 
of the planes tomorrow may be _ ex- 
pected to do everything an aviator 
does to escape destruction. He.will 
side-slip and skid and tail-svin anda 
loop and wing over. The last prase 
of the sham battle will reproduce 
very closely the final plunge of a de- 
stroyed airplane. One plane will 
actually get on the tail of the other 
and dive for him. On the theory that 
the dive has been saccessful, the ‘de- 
stroyed’ plane will do a ‘falling leaf, 
which is just what its name signi- 
fies. The plane will flutter and tum- 
ble just as a leaf flutters and tum- 
bles on its way to the ground. The

Maneuvers Are Explained. 

Lieut. Steele then explained in de- 
tail the maneuvers of airplanes, tell- 
ing how each is executed. Brietly 
they are as follows, none being listed 
but what will be shown in the flying 
tomorrow by Lieuts.Johnson,Francis, 
D. C. Smith and IL. M. Avent. 

Loop-the-loop—tThe: simplest a.a- 
neuver and one .most essayed by 
trick exhibition flyers. According to 
Lieut. Steele, the loop is often at- 
tended by one of the most disagree- 
able accidents a flyer encounters and 
one which gives him a thrill second 
to none—the whip stall. The only 
secret of successfully executing 1 
loop is that the.engine be shut off at 
the exact moment the aviator, upside 
down, espies the ground, the moment 
that the plane reaches the apex of 
the loop. But if the aviator shuts 
off a fraction of a second too soon or 
noses up too swiftly or too slowly, 
he stalls his ship in the fashion an 
ambitious motorist often «#talls in 
taking a hill on “high.” When the 
airplane stalls, it drops. back, t.il 
first, as a roller coaster car. would if 
the hill ahead were too much, and 
with a terrific swish and whistle that 
gives to the airplane a strain such 
as is felt by the tail-enders of the 
human “whip” that is cracked in 
school play yards. It takes a quick 
pull at controls to again start the 
ship behaving. 

Flying Upside Down—The start of 
this maneuver is the same as for a 
loop. The machine is nosed down to 
get up speed. The aviator pulls up 
his control stick, which starts a loop. 
But at the apex of the loop, instead 
of shutting off power, the aviator 
pushes forward his contro] stick, 
which sends the ship out straight 
ahead and upside down. To right the 
ship, the control stick is pulled clear 
back to the stomach and the ma- 
chine continues its interrupted loop 
and glides out of the maneuver. 

Immelman Turn—One of the most 
spectacular stunts in flying and one 
much employed in battle. Again the 
plane is sent down to a nose dive to

Admiral von Hintze laid upon 
the allies the blame for continuing 
the war, and discussed the statement 
of Premier Lloyd George in hig war 
anniversary message that six months 
ago Germany deliberately rejected 
a just and reasonable settlement pro- | 
poséd by the allies and that Ger- 
many discarded finally the mask of 
moderation toward partitioned Rus- 
sia and enslaved Rumania. Admiral 
von Hintze said: 

“Lloyd George’s 
vague and uncertain. Nothing is 
known authoritatively in German 
political or military circles about 
such ‘reasonable’ peace proposals. 

“Had the Entente statesmen se- 
riously desired to pave the way for 
a@ peace by understanding they could 
have approached Germany through 
the properly authorized persons with 
a view to discussion that would bring 
both parties into contact. There can 
be no question, therefore, of a ‘re- 
fusal’ by Germany of any reasonable 
peace proposal.”’ 

Referring to the half-year period 
mentioned by Premter Lloyd George, 
the German Foreign’ Secretary point- 
ed out that at the time the Entente 
statesmen had left the world under 
no delusions whatever regarding 
their real War aims. ‘“‘What was the 
position at that time?’’ Admiral von 
Hintze said. “At the end of Decem- 
ber, 1917, the Central Powers in- 
vited the Entente nations to take 
part in the Brest-Litovsk peace ne- 
gotiations with a view to a general 
peace by understanding. The En- 
tente, however, permitted the period 
for participation in the negotiations 
to pass. 

Admiral von ‘Hintze reviewed the 
conditions of peace that had been 
laid down in other speeches of Pre- 
mier Lloyd George, in the messages 
of President Wilson and in the de- 
cisions of the Entente allied confer- 
ence at Versailles, and the views ex- 
pressed by German Chancellors and 
Count. Czernin, former Austro-Hun- 
garian Foreign Minister. He said that 
several German Chancellors had 
pointed out that the enemy contin- 
ued to show a will to prosecute the 
war until the annihilation of Ger- 
many should be accomplished. 

“Subsequent developments have 
shown the same picture,” Admiral 
von Hintze declared. “Sane propo- 
sitions, wherever they originated, 
with a view to bringing about by 
authorized persons a reasonable pre- 
liminary discussion aiming at a 
peace by arrangements have been 
treated with contempt and disdain. 
The Entente statesmen still resort to 
the same ambiguous phrases, al- 
though these have been refuted a 
hundred times. Their program in 
truth is as imperialistic and annex- 
ationist as before. It hardly is 
imaginable that reasonable consid- 
erations will take tangible form so 
long as the hatred and the passion

In Annual Report Comptroller Says 
Deficit Is Possible With Most 
Rigid Economy. 

Comptroller Nolte, in his annual 
report issued today, predicts that the 
present tax rate of $2.35 on $100 val- 
uation will be inadequate to meet 
city needs for the coming year un- 
less the most rigid economy is prac- 
ticed in all departments. Even with 
such economy, he says, a deficit at 
thé end of the current fiscal year 
next April is not impossible. Nolte 


,| asked for a tax rate of $2.40, but the 


Board of Aldermen voted it down. 

Department heads asked for $20,- 
$00,000 appropriations for the cur- 
rent year. The Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment cut this to $12,- 
713,615. : 

In the last fiscal year saloons paid 
$947,921 into the city treasury as 
license money. Nolte points out that 


the closing of saloens would reduce 
municipal revenues about $1,000,000.

Intervention by the President in elections to 
defeat congressional candidates in his own party 
who have not supported the administration con- 
tains possibilities of disaster. 

In an extraordinary case or two the President 
may without danger, in answer to a question, re- 
fer to a party candidate's record of opposition to 
sound administration measures vitally affecting 
the honor and safety of the nation as a means of 
informing party voters of his fitness to represent 
them. But anything beyond this is unsafe. In- 
terference of this kind to prevent the renomina- 
ltion or election of a candidate of his own party 
is liable to misconstruction. It may be taken as 
an effort to punish those who have not been 
sufficiently pliable to suit the Executive, or to 
control congressional action through the election 
of men who will be-subservient to his will in all 
matters. It puts a weapon in the hands of the 
President's enemies.

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TEN-CENT CASH-AND-CARRY MILE. 

We are not yet promised the 10-cent cash-and- 
carry milk which the Milk Committee asks the 
local dairies to provide, so that it is too soon 
to urge the grocers to handle such milk at cost. 
What are the big dairies going to do about it? 

Attention is called to the letter headed “The 
Milk Question,” in another column, by a consumer 
who goes into the question of the profit in milk 
and its by-products. He points out that, in buy- 
ing milk from the producer at 24 cents a gallon 
and selling it at 14 cents a quart, or 56 cents a 
gallon, the dairyman makes a profit of 32 cents 
per gallon. This, of course, is gross profit. But 
how about the profit on the by-products? The 
milk that sours is largely turned into butter, 
which sells at-a handsome profit. Then there is 
tha buttermilk and ice cream, neither of them los- 
Ping propositions. 

In the various investigations of the cost of milk | 
distributions, have the dairymen given the fig- 
ure as to profits on these by-products, as well as 
on milk? Surely they can afford to furnish the 
10-cent cash-and-carry milk so greatly needed by 
consumers of moderate means and the poor. Those 
who can afford the 14-cent rate will pay it the 
more willingly if they see that the dairymen 
are ready to meet the emergency by furnishing 
cheap milk on the cash-and-carry basis, for the 
children of the poor. If this is agreed to, we be-| 
lieve there will be little trouble in inducing the | 
retail grocers to handle a reasonable amount of | 
the cheap milk, with proper restrictions as to re- 
turn of bottles and other necessary rules.

The Student Nurses. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Today's papers have accounts of the 
small number of women who enlisted as 
student nurses for military service. I no- 
ticed a letter in the Post-Dispatch the oth- 
er evening by a girl protesting against 
serving without competence. She brought 
up the point of comparison between the 
soldiers who enlist receiving a salary and 
their uniforms and the nurses who receive 
nothing. 

_ Now, if the lack of nurses is as alarming 
as we hear it is, why is not something done 
to improve the situation? Of course a 
woman who is a student nurse would re- 
quire capital to go into training if she had 
to furnish everything for her own needs 
while in service. 

Rut the principal thing which is going tc 
keep down enlistment is the standard as 
regards schoo! education. No one is per- 
mitted to enlist who has not a high school 
education. The writer has a friend who has 
one year of high school, but is well enough 
educated to hold an executive position in 
one of our manufacturing plants, She is 
considered indispensable in advertising and 
is probably more versatile along general 
lines than the majority of university grad- 
uates. However,.when she went jo enlist 
as a nurse, she was told she had not 
enough education. On the other hand, 
some of our most efficient nurses now in 
the hospitals went into training before this 
standard was set upon previous occasions. 

It seems peculiar that when a person 
has every other qualification and actually 
more education than a good percentage of 
the “educated” women who are accepted, 
she should be barred because of lack of a 
technicality such as a diploma from high 
school. Any observing person will testify 
that there is a large number of well-edu- 
cated American women who never saw 
high school. 

Why not not make it necessary to pass 
an examination such as would determine 
the fitness of prospective recruits and not 
lay 60 much stress on the high school dipiv- 
ma? This would not lower the standare 
of the finished nurse and it would solve the

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THE FOOD GUN. 


As they used to say in the bad-man days down 
on the Rio Grande, “No matter how quick a feller 
is ‘throwin’ a gun,’ somebody always comes along 
that’s a little bit quicker.” Which reminds us 
of the predicament of our esteemed fellow citi- 
zen, Mr. Mark Gumperts. 

The gun-fighter illustration is not, of course, 
to be taken literally. Mr. Gumperts’ little brushes 
with the minions of the law have not been of so 
rough and crass a nature. The weapons he uses 
are mystic and psychological. One scarcely 
knows what to make of them, but they somehow 
bring home the bacon. Whatever they may be, 
their owner has always been powerfully quick on 
the draw. But he appears to have met his match 
at last, and that—of all places—at the hands of 
the United States Food Administration. 

Mr. Gumperts whiles away the tedium of slug- 
gard time by directing the destinies of the Kirk- 
wood Leisure Hour Social and Pastime Club. The 
club has its rendezvous at a certain wayside inn 
in St. Louis County, commonly known as the 
Fauna-Flora, and there jovial pastimers of both 
sexes are wont to repair for such social relaxa- 
tion as may be found in good cheer, liquid and 
solid, and in minstrelsy and the dance. 

Now, for a long time, divers crepe-hangers have 
attempted ‘to interfere with the jollity of the 
pastimers. They have said that the club was no 
club at all, but a roadhouse, a lid-lifting place, 
a nuisance, a violator of the liquor laws and 
things even worse. These have frequently caused 
Mr. Gumperts great annoyances, procured un- 
pleasant visitations by the authorities, had Mr. 
Gum haled before the courts and otherwise 
put him upon his defense. But somehow he has 
always managed to get his before-mentioned mys- 
tic and psychological weapons into play and the 
pastimers have gone on pastiming seven nights a 
week, month in and month out. 

And yet, where all his other enemies have 
failed, the Food Administration has beaten Mr. 
Gumperts with the trigger finger. It has told 
him that if any more drinks were served to the 
pastimers on Sunday, the place would be de- 
prived of all use of wheat and sugar. Mr. Gum- 
perts threw up his hands and begged that there 
be no shooting, as he was willing to “come in.”

That the Government 
intends to have this force ready to do the job in 
the shortest possible time is in accord with uni- 
versal public sentiment and stirs every American 
to renewed enthusiasm and determination. We 
know how to win and precisely what is required 
of us. : 

The essential condition of quick victory is man 
power. The new draft bill provides the men. 
Only by extending the draft within 18 and 45 
can we get the best soldier material in the field 
in time to make a winning fight next year. With 
the draft age extension Gen. March promises 
3,200,000 in France next June, with a reservoir of 
& million in our training camps. 

With the 4,000,000 force of next year we must 
have the fighting equipment for the most efficient 
warfare—machines and munitions and methods 
that will gain the greatest results with the least 
sacrifice of life and limb. 

The great point that cheers the nation is the 
avowed intention to put all of our’ strength into 
the war in the shortest possible time. Not to do 
this, says Gen. March aptly, would be “playing 
Germany's game.” The issue of Playing the Ger- 
man or the American game is in the hands of 
Congress. Delay helps the enemy.

That is, there is sym- 
pathy for her in Scandinavia, Denmark, Holland and 
Spain. In all those countries, too, there are many 
people against her. Aside from those in these few 
half-Germanized countries she has no friends any- 
where in the world. 

Thrasymachus: Quite so. 

Socrates: Nor is the concert of arms against Ger- 
many all that is going on in the world to indicate 
how it is with the Germans among other people 
everywhere. There is the seamen’s ban, for in- 
stance. 

Glaucon: True. 

Socrates: The seamen, at least those of Britain, 
are not going to’ admit German seamen to the 
great marine family after the war. 

Polemarchus: I don’t blame them a bit. 

Socrates: That, however, is not the point.

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THE HIGH COST OF EATING 


HE old-fashioned housewife 
who went to market with a 
; dollar bill in May, 1913, now 
iearries 638 cents additional in the 
other pocket, if she expects to carry 
away as much in her basket as she 
got for the bill five years ago. This 
statement by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics of the Labor Department is 
based on an average of price increas- 
es in the staple food articles within 
the period mentioned. 

Three of the 25 articles considered 
show a boost of more than 100 per 
cent in the retail price in that time, 
while the least increase, that for po- 
tatoes, was 88 per cent. That the 
altitudinous flights have not been 
checked is indicated by comparisons 
made of prices last May with those 

the year before. 
aes gh Hag wl for the 12 months 
represented a 5 per cent increase for 
all the principal food articles, al- 


though seven showed a decline. 
These ranging from 64 per cent for 
potatoes to less than 1 per cent for 
coffee, included onions, flour, sugar, 
beans and cheese between the two 
extremes. Evidences that nothing 
can entirely set aside the operation of 
the law of supply and demand are 
found in the higher retail prices 
charged within the year for corn 
meal, heris, and pork chops, which 
have advanced from 20 to 30 per 
cent. 

These all figure as substitutes for 
other cereals and meats in the gen- 
eral food conservation program laid 
down by the Food Administration. 
These recent advances in the retail 
prices of substitute articles indicate 
that the law of economics is no more 
to be abrogated by governmental fiat 
than that the tide should cease to 
flow in when ordered to do so by

HOW TO FIGURE OUT 
NEW SUGAR RATION 


UBTRACT one pound of sugar 

S from three (the old monthly 
ration), and divide by 30, and 

you have your new daily sugar ra- 
tion—1 1-15 ounces or 62-5 level 
teaspoonfuls. Don’t throw away the 
fractions, please; reduce to whole 
numbers at the end of the month 
and you will have 12 teaspoonfuls of 
sugar. 
Do a little figuring on this new 
sugar ration of two pounds for 90 
meals and, when you put your head 
to it, you will find the ansver to 
the problem, 
There is a cafeteria in the U. 8S. 
Food Administration Building at 
Washington that managed to make 
50 pounds of sugar do for 6090 
meals. This ration covers the use 
of sugar for all purposes, including 
tea, coffee, desserte and cvoking 
Most of the desserts contain such 
substitutes as honey, maple or other 
syrups. The use of white cugar is 
confined almost exclusively to tea 
and coffee. 

The cafeteria has used sugar at 
the rate of one, pound for 120 meas, 
while the Food Administration has 
asked the housekeeper only to cut to 
one pound for 45 meals. It can be 
done.—U. §. Food Adywinistration. 


LET THE SCHOOL. GIRL 
SHOP FOR OWN LINENS 


N moss boarding schools pupils 
| are required to furnish sheets, 
pillow slips, towels and bath 
towels, and the average girl takes 
very little interest in this part of her 
school trousseau, as likely as not 
coming home without half of the 
carefully provided and marked lin- 
ens. In every young girl is the germ 
of good housewifery and in the sup- 
ply of school linens lies an excellent 
opportunity to cultivate it. 

Let the girl herself pick out her 
sheets, pillow slips and toweps and 
let these belongings represent treas- 
ures to her rather than unimportant 
details of equipment which parental 
efficiency must supply and which she 
need not bother about in the least. 

The girl who goes shopping with 
her mother for sheets and towels, 
fingering fine and coarse linens and 
judging prices will have much more 
appreciation of her belongings than 
the girl who merely sees them piled 
in her school trunk, provided by 
someone else. If she is encouraged 
to embroider initials on her towels 
and on the corners of her sheets and 
pillow slips, just that much more 
will she value and care for her be- 
longings. 
Fresh, dainty bureau and table 
scarfs and squares, hemstitched or 
hand-scalloped, will add to her pride 
in her linen supply and to the attrac- 
tiveness of her room at school. Most 
schools provide blankets; not all pro- 
vide pillows. Very few indeed pro- 
vide extra comforts, and an attractive 
quilted sateen or silkoline comfort, 
tufted with cotton or with down, will 
be a practical and acceptable Christ- 
mas gift for the boarding school 
miss.—N. Y. Evening Telegram.

Place on platter covered with 
napkin; draw corners of napkin 
over corn; or cut from cob and sea- 
son with butter and salt. 

Corn Oysters. 

Grate raw corn from cob. To 
1 cup pulp add 1 well-beaten egg, 
4% cup corn flour, and season highly 
with salt and pepper. Drop by 
spoonfuls and cook on a hot, well- 
greased griddle. They should be 
made about the size of large oysters. 

Baked Corn.

to you. Here are some directions 
for that and other palatable things 
to be done with peppers, suggested 
by the United States Food Adminis- 
tration: 

Pickled Peppers. 

Cut the stems out in a round cir- 
cle with a sharp knife and lay them 
aside to replace later. Fill the pep- 
pers with a mixture of finely chopped 
cabbage, grated horse-radish, mus- 
tard seed and salt. Wash the pep- 
pers in cold water; fill them; replace 
the stem; tie them with a'soft cord 
to keep the lids in; pack them in 
stone jars and fill up with cold, 
sharp vinegar. They will be ready 
for use in two weeks. 

Swectbread in 

Parboil sweetbread, cool and cut 
in small pieces; there should be one 
cup. Melt two tablespoons savory 
fat, add two tablespoons cornflour, 
and pour on gradually one cup of 
chicken stock; then add two table- 
spoons of cream.
